SAN FRANCISCO 一 IThe ketch 
Phoenix, which has sailed the Paci- 
fic since 1958 in the cause of Peace 
andwhichlastyear triedto put into 
the Communist port at Shanghai

Asiantown: 
Qa complex 
matter

Out of the mud grows the ljotus. 
The Oakland Chinatown urban re- 
newal project is abitmuddljed. Not 
clear is who will sit on the advisory 
board which will work with the 
Oakland Redevelopment Agency 
on plans for a $7.6 million renewal 
of the area. The Japanese and the 
Filipino communities want“in.2” 
And Chinatown is willing, but not 
to the extent of “equal voice.2” 


Chinatown has been seeking fed- 
eral funding forrenewal since 1966 
and has spent $17,000 for studies 
and plans for the area bounded by 
Webster，Ninth， Broadway and 
了 leventh streets. 

John Williams,executive director 
of the Oakland Redevelopment 
Agency,admits that the situation is 
a “hotpotato”since the agency has 
urged the Pparticipation of all 
groups within the neighborhood. 

Meanwhile, a fifteen-member in- 

terim committee， composed of 
equal numbers (five from each 
community)，has been named to 
decide on the structure of the 
advisory body. The committee， 
headed by Gerald Leo, will meet at 
Lincoln Grammar School on Au- 
gust 26. 


A group of merchants, property 
owners，and professionals _ called 
the Oakland Chinatown Redevel- 
opment Committee，under the 
leadership of businessman 上 Edward 
Wong, have been trying since 1966 
to renew Chinatown with federal 
funding, without success. 

The primary stumbling block has 
,been the lack of financial support 
from the Oakland city council， 
which cut the original twenty- 
Seven-block project to four square 
blocks. 

In 1967 the committee withdrew 
application for planning and survey 
funds to facilitate the Peralta Col- 
lege's Lake Merritt campus project. 


Designs for the new Chinatown 
were drawn by the Oakomoto and 
Liskarmm architectural firm. How- 
ever，the_committee has been in- 
active since last October. 

In June of this year the Oakland 
Redevelopment Agency invited all 
interested community groups to a 
public- meeting which drew Chi- 
nese,， Japanese and Fijlipino com- 
munity representations。，At that 
time the Oakland Citizens Commit- 
tee for Urban Renewal (DCCURI) 
was formed. The project was called 
Asiantown. 

Elected directors for the group 
were Dr. Kenneth Hoh;i Dr Roy 
Sano, a Mills College chaplain; and 
Eddie Buccat，an officer of the 
Filipino-American Youth Develop- 
ment Council. 


Chinatown residents，including 
property owners and businessmen， 
feel that other groups should be 
included,butthey shouldnotinsist 
on an equal voice in the Planning.

Taking of the 1970 Census has finally come to an end. 
It is, of course, too early to determine whether the “mail- 
in, mail-back”method did a satisfactory job, particularly 
in counting poor and minority citizens in the U.9. 


Legal and political pressure, such as was generated from 
the Chinese community, no doubt improved the enumera- 
tion process. Unselfish cooperation among community 
agencies and individuals also contributed significantly to 
the total head-counting effort。 了 Even though we failed to 
attain all our demands of the Bureau of Census, use of the 
mass media community organizationi and a lawsuit com- 
bined to bring the Bureau to respond to the needs of the 
Chinese community. 


We hope that the Census Bureau will continue to con- 
sider ways of improving future census-taking Procedures. 


If 10 per cent of San Francisco?s total population ils 
Chinese, as is so often reported, then the Chinese Popu- 
lation has been grossly under-estimated, and therefore 
short-changed, in the past，A low census count means 
reduced political influence and fewer essential servVices，. 


Hopefully, the results of the 1970 Census will begin 
to reverse the past injustices resulting from inaccurate 
estimates of the Chinese population in San Francisco 


Wealsohope that the new population data will bene- 
fit students of Asian American ethnic studies。 Since the 
emergence of ethnic studies programs in the United 
States there has been a serious need for more Precise and 
thorough information about minority groups. 


The 1970 Census is sure to become avaluable source 
of such statistics。Chinese, Japamese, Koreans and Fili- 
pinos were each singled out in the census question- 

， Daire. Precise information will be available on each 
respective group，

Unfortunately, the Census Bureau has so far made no 
move to make this information widely accessible by 
publishing a special monograph on Asian population 
groups as it did with blacks and Spanish Americans even 
in the 1960"s， 


We therefore strongly urge you to write to the Bureau 
asking for such a separate publication of the demographic 
characteristics of all Asian groups in the U. 9. Letters 
should be addressed to: Dr. George Brown, Director， 
Bureau of the Census,， U.S. Department of Commerce， 
Washington, D.C. Letters to congressmen and senators 
will also aid the cause.

Labor failed to meet with man- 
agement，government officials and 
minority representatives to discuss 
a San Francisco plan last Wednes- 
day，according to Lambert Choy， 
co-chairman of the Chinese for 
Affirmative Action.

SACRAMENTO--In spite of leg- 
islation soon to become law which 
will require，among other things， 
that the head and feet be removed 
from poultry before shipping or 
marketing，an exemption permit- 
ting fowl intended for Chinese 
families to remain whole will con- 
tinue in' effect under a federal 
poultry regulations provision for 
exemptions based on religious di- 
etary ]aws. 


Assembly Bill 1041 states“It is 
unlawful ... to offer for sale or 
transportation . . . any slaughtered 
poultry from which the blood， 
feathers, feet, head, orviscerahave 
notbeen removed. . . .7 


Acting on letters from Assembly- 
woman March 开 . Fong，Buddqdha?s 
Universal Church of San Francisco， 
and the Consulate General of the 
Republic of China attesting to the 
ritual pature of the practice of 
jeaving the head and feet on the 
chicken,， Jerry W. Fieldqer, director 
of the _ California Department of 
Agriculture，assured us recently 
that his department does not in- 
tend to alter the exemption， 


In a letter to Assemblyman Ray 
卫 . Johnson, author of the bill, Mrs. 
Fong said that the whole chicken， 
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duck, or any other kind ofpoultry 
is important to the Chinese. It has 
particujlar cultural and religious Sig- 
nificance in the Chinese traditions. 
Customarily, the Chinese make sac- 
rifice with the entire fowl. Failure 
to offer the whole bird could be 
interpretedeaog2amRacti of 
disrespect. . 

“The head bears Special connota- 
tions to the Chinese. It represents 
the beginning . . . the top ... the 
most important ， the finest. 
Without it, the fowl is incomplete 
and unacceptable to whomever it is 
being offered. 

“Socially，it is Impolite and 
gauche to serve a fowl without its 
head. The head and tail are always 
Prominently .displayed when it is 
Properly served. 


“Gourmets find the head or tail 
especially delectable. A host could 
be considered ignorant and stingy 
fornot serving the head or tail. 

“Traditionally, the Chinese util- 
ize all parts of the fowl in their 
cooking. Chickens” heads, feet, vis- 
cera play a most savoury' role in 
Chinese cooking. To sell a whole 
chicken without its head，feet or 
viscera is unheard of amongst 
Chinatown shops and housewives. 
In fact, it is traditionally consider- 
ed good, sound health practice to 
buy and cook freshly killed and 
prepared fowl. All of the Chinese 
chefs insist on obtaining the 
“whole' fowl.
